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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiners would like to thank Mr. Urbanski for his time and 
constructive discussion during the interview. Claim 1 was amended to better recite that it is intended for the transport 
control information in the header to reorder data received in packets when the packets are transferred out of order (e.g. 
application is broken into packets 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 sequentially, which are transmitted in the order 5, 2, 3, 1, 4 and 
resequenced properly based on the header information). The Webb reference does teach that the information packets 
are sent out of order with respect to the static display being updated insomuch as only partial sequences of data within 
the display are transmitted, where information that has not changed is not retransmitted. Thus the omission of some 
data constitutes out or order transmission. However, the Webb reference is silent on the packets being transmitted out 
of sequence with respect to the other packets themselves as is now more clearly defined in independent claim 1 . 
Claim 37 was amended to clarify that there are three devices-a data network, an IMD and a repeater- with a first 
subnetwork between the data network and the repeater and a second subnetwork between the repeater and the IMD 
with a different configuration from the first subnetwork. To distinguish over the art, the Applicant amended the claim to 
include a step wherein the repeater actively extracts tranfer control data from the first subnetwork modality and 
reconfigures the same transfer control data to be functional for transmission over the second subnetwork. However, it 
was found that Figure 1 of Nappholz illustrates this limitation as represented by repeater 14 modulating packet data 
from cellular subnetwork 30 to RF subnetwork 24. Applicant agreed to further amend claim 37 to attempt to distinguish 
over this interpretation of the art, with one possibility to additionally include limitations relating to the sequencing of 
packet data as were made originally in claim 1 .
